• The Revolution is 5-9-3 in away matches at San Jose, including a 1-2-0 mark at Buck Shaw 

Stadium 

• Saturday’s match will be the first and only time the two teams will meet this season... last 
season the two teams played twice and San Jose swept the season series with wins on May 
21 (2-1) at Buck Shaw Stadium and October 8 (2-1) at Gillette Stadium 

• Saturday's match will also be the third time in club history that the Revolution opened a season 
campaign at San Jose ... the Revs are unbeaten when beginning a year at San Jose, going

MISCELLANEOUS TEAM NOTES 


REVS OPEN 17TH SEASON 

The Revs kick off their 17th season on Saturday, entering the year with a 185-214-94 all-time 
record since the league's launch in 1996 ... New England has been out-scored 771-690 in 493 
games, while posting 103 shutouts ... the Revs have appeared in the postseason on 10 occa¬ 
sions, including a stretch of eight consecutive playoff berths from 2002 to 2009 before missing 
the MLS Cup Playoffs in each of the last two years (2010-11)... New England is one of nine 
original MLS teams still playing in MLS. 

RECORD-BREAKING NIGHT FOR JOSEPH? 

Saturday night’s match in San Jose could be a memorable one for Revs captain Shalrie 
Joseph ... should all go as planned and he take up his starting role in the central midfield, Jo¬ 
seph will not only move into a first-place tie with current head coach Jay Heaps on the club’s 
career starts list (239), but he will also claim sole possession of the club's career appearances 
record (244)... he enters Saturday’s game sharing the lead for career appearances with 
Heaps at 243 ... Joseph has been a stalwart in the team’s lineup since 2003, and has served 
as club captain each of the last three seasons (2010-present). 

GO WEST, YOUNG MEN ... AGAIN 

The 2012 season marks the seventh time in the last nine years the Revs will open their sea¬ 
son on the West Coast (2004, 2006, 2010 and 2011 at LA; 2005, 2009 and 2012 at San Jose) 
... the Revs are 1 -0-1 in their previous two season openers at San Jose: a 2-2 draw on April 2, 
2005 (Spartan Stadium) and a 1-0 win on March 21, 2009 (Buck Shaw Stadium). 

STARTING THE SEASON ... 

Heading into Sunday’s opener against San Jose, the Revs are 4-8-4 all-time in MLS season 
openers, including a 3-8-3 mark on the road ... the Revs have only opened an MLS regular 
season at home on one occasion - a 3-0 win over the Houston Dynamo at Gillette Stadium on 
March 29, 2008 ... five of the Revs’ last six season openers have resulted in a shutout deci¬ 
sion, with New England posting a 3-2-0 record in those matches ... in 2011, the Revs posted a 
1-1 draw at LA to open the season. 

...WITH A NEW COACH 

For the first time since 2000, a brand-new coach will be patrolling the sideline for the Revolu¬ 
tion at a season opener as Jay Heaps will open his first-ever season as the Revolution’s head 
coach on Saturday at San Jose ... the last time a brand new coach was the head coach 
on opening day was 2000, when Fernando Clavijo began his first season -13 seasons ago 
... after Clavijo was fired seven games into the 2002 season, Steve Nicol - who was one of 
Clavijo's assistants at the time - took the reins as interim head coach for the remainder of 
2002, and was then hired full-time in the off-season and continued as head coach for the start 
of the 2003 season. 

JAY HEAPS FACTS & FIGURES 

Jay Heaps, 35, is the sixth head coach in club history, and is also the second-youngest active 
coach in MLS (behind D.C. United’s Ben Olsen)... Heaps had a nine-year playing career in 
MLS, first with the Miami Fusion beginning in 1999 - when he was drafted second overall in 
the MLS College Draft before earning MLS Rookie of the Year honors that sason - through 
June 2001 ... he was traded to his hometown club, New England, in June 2001 where he 
concluded his career before retiring following the 2009 season ... Heaps remains the club’s 
all-time leader in appearances (243, shared with Shalrie Joseph) and minutes (21,619). 

HEAPS’ OPENER RECORD 

As a player for the Revs, Jay Heaps' Revolution teams went 2-3-2 in eight seasons he was on 
the field for the season opener (2002-09), including a 1 -0-1 mark against San Jose ... overall 
in his career, Heaps’ teams went 3-3-3 all-time in season openers, including a 1-1-1 mark in 
his three season openers he played while with the Miami Fusion (1999-2001).

WESTERN RESULTS FEW AND FAR BETWEEN 

Saturday's match in San Jose gives the Revs an opportunity to snap a 16-game winless 
streak in matches played in the Mountain or Pacific Time zones, which dates back to Septem¬ 
ber 2009 ... since earning a 1-0 win at Seattle on Sept. 26, 2009, New England is 0-11-5 in 
matches played in the Rockies or on the West Coast, and is just 2-13-5 since the start of 2009 
in the two Western-most time zones. 

RESULTS EVEN TOUGHER IN PACIFIC GAMES 

The Revs will also be looking to snap a lengthy losing streak on the West Coast as the Revs 
have not won on the West Coast since a 1-0 victory at Seattle on Aug. 20, 2009 ... since that 


game, New England has gone 0-8-2 in West Coast games, including an 0-4-0 record in 2010 
and an 0-4-2 record in 2011 ... those include matches against Chivas USA, LA Galaxy, Port¬ 
land Timbers, San Jose Earthquakes, Seattle Sounders FC and the Vancouver Whitecaps. 

TWO WAIVED ON MONDAY 

The Revs waived two players on Monday: midfielder Ryan Kinne and forward Zack Schilawski 
... Kinne made one MLS appearance after the club selected him in the third round (42nd 
overall) in the 2011 MLS SuperDraft... Schilawski made 50 appearances, including 28 starts, 
while scoring six goals and adding one assist... the club selected Schilawski in the first round 
(ninth overall) in the 2010 MLS SuperDraft. 

ROOKIES IN THE FOLD 

2012 draft selections Kelyn Rowe, Tyler Polak, Alec Purdie and Mike Roach were each 
regulars for the Revs on the field during the 2012 preseason, and were among the squad’s 
preseason scoring leaders... Rowe, Purdie and Roach all performed well in the midfield, with 
Rowe picking up four goals and four assists in seven contests, while Purdie had one goal and 
two assists and Roach one goal. 

MORE DEBUTS COMING ON OPENING NIGHT? 

Revolution rookies have had a habit of getting the nod in the starting lineup in season open¬ 
ers - a trend that could continue Saturday with Kelyn Rowe and Tyler Polak possibilities in 
Jay Heaps’ starting 11 ... Rowe led all Revs players in scoring in the team's seven-game 
preseason schedule (four goals, four assists), while Polak is the team’s only other natural left 
back and could see time in place of Chris Tierney who must serve a one-game suspension on 
Saturday following two yellow cards at Toronto in the 2011 season finale ... in 2011, both A.J. 
Soares (center back) and Stephen McCarthy (central midfield) drew starting assignments in 
last year's season opener against LA in Carson, Calif.... in 2010, rookies Zack Schilawski and 
Seth Sinovic started at forward and left back, respectively ... in 2009, Kevin Alston (right back) 
and Darrius Barnes (center back) both earned starts ... while no rookies started in the 2008 
season opener, the Revs stated three rookies on opening day in 2007 (Wells Thompson, Gary 
Flood and Adam Cristman) 

PRESEASON RECAP 

The Revs capped an undefeated preseason with a 6-0-1 record ... the team went 3-0-1 
against MLS competition, including a 1-0-1 mark against defending MLS Cup champions, 
the LA Galaxy, and wins against the New York Red Bulls and Real Salt Lake ... the team’s 
seven-week preseason schedule including an 11-day training trip to Casa Grande, Ariz., and a 
two-week trip to Tucson, Ariz., for the FC Tucson Desert Diamond Cup.

The Revs completed a seven-game preseason schedule by outscoring their opponents, 14-5 
... in the six games in which the team scored during regulation, the Revolution scored the first 
goal in every game and never trailed at any point during the games, going 6-0-0 when scoring 
first. 

BABY-FACED ASSASSIN 

Rookie midfielder Kelyn Rowe - age 20 and whom the Revs selected with the third overall 
pick in the 2012 MLS SuperDraft out of UCLA - was the Revs’ surprising leading scorer in 
preseason ... with four goals and four assists in six games played, Rowe factored in all but 
two of the team’s seven goals in the preseason ... in fact, Rowe factored in his first Revs 
goal just 38 minutes into his competitive action after sending a cross in against FC Tucson 
which Sainey Nyassi converted ... in two games against Boston College, Rowe recorded two 
goals (on Feb. 10) and two assists (on Feb. 15) in a pair of wins ... at the FC Tucson Desert 
Diamond Cup, Rowe had one assist against LA on Feb. 22, and both goals against New York 
on Feb. 25.

Fiftee (15) players return from the 2011 squad, including captain Shalrie Joseph, U.S. National 
Team midfielder Benny Feilhaber and goalkeeper stalwart Matt Reis ... also returning are Kev¬ 
in Alston, Darrius Barnes, Zak Boggs, Diego Fagundez, Ryan Guy, Kenny Mansally, Stephen 
McCarthy, Tim Murray, Sainey Nyassi, Bobby Shuttleworth, A.J. Soares and Chris Tierney. 

WHO’S NOT BACK 

Twelve (12) players are no longer with the club following the conclusion of the 2011 season ... 
Kheli Dube, who was a 2008 Supplemental Draft selection, was picked up by Chicago in Stage 
2 of the Re-Entry Process ... 2010's first-year players Alan Koger, Otto Lowey and Andrew 
Sousa were waived at the conclusion of the season ... the club declined to exercise the con¬ 
tract options on: Milton Caraglio, Ryan Cochrane, Franco Coria, Rajko Lekic, Pat Phelan and 
Monsef Zerka ... earlier this week, the Revs waived Ryan Kinne and Zack Schilawski. 

OTHER NEW FACES ON THE BENCH 

In addition to the new players, there are several other new faces around the Revolution locker 
room this year... assistant coach Jay Miller will be Jay Heaps' primary assistant, coming to the 
Revs with more than 30 years of professional coaching experience, including time with U.S. 
Soccer... Nick Downing has joined the staff as the club’s first-ever Strength & Conditioning 
coach ... the former Revs defender retired in 2005 and has been a certified personal trainer 
specializing in soccer and sport-specific training since. 

POSITIONAL BREAKDOWN

with MLS prior to the SuperDraft, and were automatically added to the team’s roster. 

FOUR DRAFTEES COME VIA SUPPLEMENTAL DRAFT 

After the SuperDraft, the Revs selected four players in the 2012 MLS Supplemental Draft... 
the Revs chose forward Dawyne “Rick" Smith from Bethel University, forward/midfielder Alec 
Purdie from Indiana, midfielder/defender Kevin Garcia from Villanova and forward Michael 


Roach from Saint Louis ... all four players participated in preseason camp, with Garcia depart¬ 
ing following the team’s trip to Casa Grande, Ariz., to return to Villanove to finish school, Smith 
departing training camp at its conclusion ... Purdie and Roach signed with the club earlier this 
week. 

WINNING RIGHTS TO NGUYEN 

The Revs picked up U.S. National Team veteran Lee Nguyen on Friday, March 2, through the 
Waiver Draft after the midfielder was waived by Vancouver the day before ... Nguyen originally 
signed with MLS in December 2011 and Vancouver won a lottery for his player rights ... 
Vancouver then waived Nguyen on March 1, and the Revs selected him the next day ... after 
one stand-out season at Indiana in 2005, Nguyen turned pro and signed with PSV Eindhoven 
in January 2006 and then moved to Randers FC in the Danish SuperLiga in January 2008 ... 
after four years in Europe, Nguyen moved to Vietnam, playing for Joang Anh Gia and Beca- 
mex Binh Duong ... Nguyen earned several caps with the U.S. National Team in 2007 and was 
a part of the 2007 Copa America squad. 

JOSEPH DESIGNATED 

Shalrie Joseph re-signed as a Designated Player this off-season ... the nine-year MLS veteran 
- all with New England - has made 243 appearances (238 starts) entering the 2012 season ... 
he’s scored 36 career goals and added 31 career assists ... 20 of his 36 goals have come in 
the last three seasons (2009-11), including a pair of eight-goal campaigns in 2009 and 2011 ... 
Joseph is the team's second-ever Designated Player and the only one currently on the team’s 
roster. 

NYASSI ON DL 

Sainey Nyassi has been placd on the team’s disabled list because of a left hamstring injury 
that he suffered on Feb. 10 in a preseason match against Boston College ... he played 20 
minutes in that match before coming off with the injury ... Nyassi, 23, will miss a minimum of 
six league matches. The first match in which he is able to return is the team’s April 28 road 
match against the New York Red Bulls in Harrison, N.J. 

MANSALLY GETS 10th CAP 

Gambia internationals Kenny Mansally and Sainey Nyassi were called up to the Gambia 
National Team for its Feb. 29 Africa Cup of Nations qualifier against Algeria ... while Nyassi 
was unable to travel because of a hamstring injury, Mansally came on as a substitute to earn 
his 10th cap with Gambia ... because of his international committment, Mansally did not travel 
with the Revolution to Tucson, Ariz., for the FC Tucson Desert Diamond Cup, and missed the 
team’s entire trip.
